veteran chief of the AP's staff in 
Germany, recently visited Bulgaria 
as one of a party of American and 
other correspondents. 
The trip 


was arranged by the U. S. Min- 
ister to Sofia, Donald R. Heath. 
Bulgaria has been off the beaten 
track for western correspondents, 
since entry visas are granted only 
after considerable delay. Here is 
Gallagher's report on what he 
heard and saw.)

Sofia] Bulgaria—(AP) — What 


happens when a man who has 
fought a half century as a revo- 
lutionist takes over the govern- 
ment power he sought to deprive 
others of exercising? 


The answer is found in this 


peasant country of 7.000,000, and 
in its Communist ruler, 65-year- 
old Georgia Dimltrov, top inter- 
national agent of the Kremlin. 


A revolutionist at 15, Commun- 


ist party leader at 21, defendant 
and taunter of Hermann Goenng 
at the famous Reichstag fire trial 
at 51, secretary general of the 
Communist International at 53, 
and prime minister of Bulgaria at 
63 is a thumbnail sketch of Dimi- 
trov's career. 


Today at 63 he is more than a 


prime minister; he is the absolute 
ruler of this 
kingdom. Figura- 


tively . Bulgaria is now a "Com- 
munist kingdom." 


He Takes No Chances 


The onetime revolutionist who 


had two brothers killed in political 
struggles takes no 
chances 
of 


having the tables turned on him. 


His Russian-built 
sedan 
zips 


through Sofia streets with blue 
curtains drawn, preceded toy an 
open car of body guards. 
Two 


more open cars of guards flank 
either side of his sedan. He ap- 
pears suddenly at political rallies, 
always with cold eyed men nearby 
with hands in their pockets. 


For the most part he ilvcs in 


the palace just outside Sofia once 
occupied by the royal family he 
fought over the decades. He lives 
much like Stalin, whom he has 
known intimately for many years. 
Sometimes, perhaps unconsciouslyr 
he even imitates the Soviet leader 
in public. 


It would take a book to describe 


the rise of his Communist regime 
to power in the last two yeari. 
Here briefly are the main steps: 


Sept. 8, 1944—With Soviet en- 


dorsement a coalition Fatherland 
Front government 
was 
formed 


with Communist 
receiving such 


key posts as minister of interior 
which controls the state police 
(militia). 


August 
1945 — The 
powerful 


Agrarma and Social Democratic 
parties withdrew from coalition on 
the ground it had become a. front 
for Communist seizure of power. 


Oct. 27, 1946—In the election 


the Agrarians and Social Demo- 
crats received 28 per cent of the 
country's votes. Communists and 
their followers won a strong ma- 
jority. 


May 
1947—Opposition 
papers 


were suppressed 
by 
Dimitrov's 


Communist government. 


Destroys Opposition Leader 
June 5, 1947—Two hours after 


the United States 
ratified 
the 


peace treaty the Dimltrov govern- 
ment 
arrested Agrarian -party 


leader Nikola Petkov and expelled 
23 Agrarian deputies from the 
national assembly. 


August 16—Petkov sentenced to 


hang-. 


September 23—Despite United 


States and British protests Petkov 
is hanged. 


Feb 1-2—Bulgaria becomes vir- 


tually a one-party state by the re- 
organization of the 
Fatherland 


Front into a single party domi- 
nated by the Communists. 


"People's courts" 
have 
tried 


hundreds of persons as fascists 
and reactionaries and setn them 
to death, prison or forced labor 
camps. Thousands of oth'ers have 
been sent without trial to "labor 
educational communities. 


The militia (state police) have 


become the most powerful force 
in the country. The militia have 
their own tanks, artillery and 
caxalry and are perhaps stronger 
than the army itself, 


Indoctrinate Young- Bulgars 
Western diplomats here say their 


servants 
have 
been 
arrested, 


threatened, sometimes beaten and 
then released with instructions 
they must spy on their employers. 


Thousands of Bulgarians who 


used to be on friendly spoakmg 
terms with American and British 
Officials have disappeared. 


Every effort has been made to 


indoctrinate the youth in Com- 
munist 
teachings 
through 
the 


Fatherland Front. 


Dimitrov has described youth as 


the "backbone of the Fa'therland 
Front" and a large proportion of 
his followers are young. Hig pic- 
ture hanga in every school and 
public building-. 
School children 


organized into group* carry his 
'picture or slogan* in frequent 
parades past 
reviewing- stand* 


They chant gomewhat hysterically 
in a monotonous high-like y«ll 
long live Dee«me«t-troff!"

ItHEUMATIC FEVER 
All of us associate St. 
Valen- 
tine's Day with a. variety ol refer- 
ences to the heart. The American 
Heart Association has capitalized 
on this natural association to em- 
jhasize heart 
disease 
and its 


>rowing- importance at this time 
t is scarcely necessary to repeat 
that heart disease is now killing 
more of us than is any other single 
llness. This article will be limit- 
ed to a discussion of rheumatic 
ever, while other aspects ol this 
ireat problem 
will be considered 
ater. 
Pei haps many of you have never 
heard of rheumatic lever—yet only 
accidents 
kill 
more children 
hroughout childhood, 
No other 
disease comes close to killing or 
crippling (with permanent r<-art 
disease) the number of children 
attacked by this disease. 
Our knowledge about rheumatic 
'ever is indeed quite limited, when 
ve compare it with other illnesses. 
it seems to be more prevalent In 
the colder areas of temperate cli- 
mates. 
Children seem to be vic- 


.ims 
of the disease 
much 
more 
:ommonly 
than 
adults. 
It 
is 
jiought that the illness has some 
relationship 
to various streptoc- 
occic infections, but the method of 
attack is not at all clear. 
Characteristic of a given attack 


of rheumatic fever are such things 
as joint pains which spread fiom 
one point to another; fevet: loss of 
appetite and of weight. Involve- 
nent of heart in this process is de- 
termined by the 
attending phy- 
sician. Usually, the first attack of 
rheumatic fever is not fatal, but it 
often, leaves the child with a severe 
damaged hecart. With 
repeated 
attacks, the heart is affected to a 
greater and greater 
extent. Be- 
yond a certain point, the heart can 
no longer function effectively, and 
death results. 


Children who do not succumb to 
rheumatic fever often enter adult 
life as permanent "cardiac crip- 
ples". 
Such individuals have 
a 
very limited capacity for any kind 
of physical activity, arid con un- 
dertake only the lightest kind of 
work—if. indeed, they can work 
at all. 
They are a constant prey 
to infection, and their weakened 
hearts leave them in a very poor 
condition to cope with such infec- 
tions. In summary, then, rheu- 
matic fever is a disease of the first 
importance, and all of us need to 
learn more sbout it.

Tardiness Charges 
Piled Against NLRB 


by Printers Union 


Indianapolis, Feb. 16—(AP)— 


The 
AFL 
Typographical Union 


said today tardy action cost the 
government any right to ask for 
a court crackdown on the union. 


Lawyers for the printers argued 


specifically that the Federal court 
here should not issue an injunction 
against the union. 


They said in a brief that news- 


papers had complained to the 
National Labor Relations 
Board 


last September that the union and 
its members were violating the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 


Robert N. Denham NLRB gen- 


eral counsel, issued a formal com- 
plaint accusing- the union of unfair 
abor practices Nov. 21, 194?. One 
of DenhanVs assistants filed the 
injunction plea on Jan 16, 1948. 


It asks the court to order the 


ITU to stop the alleged unfair 
practices until the NLRB can de- 
cide the case. 


In saying that Denhain and his 


aides asked f°r Lne injunction too 
ate, the union added: 


Cite Clause in Law 


"Their failure 
to 
apply 
for 


emporary injunctive relief on or 
mmediately after Nov. 21, 1947, 
precludes 
their 
application 
for 


such relief at this time." 


The union brief said the Taft- 


Hartley 
provision 
giving 
the 


VLRB discretionary power to ask 
ror injunctions "expressly pro- 
vides that the power must be 
'xercised upon the issuance of 
he complaint." 


The claim tardiness was a new 


one the union added to two other 
main arguments that no injunction 
should be issued. These are that 


1) the discretionary power to ask 
or injunctions is unconstitutional, 
and (2) in any event, such power 
s given to the NLRB itself, not 
,o Denham or his aides. 


A hearing before an 
NLRB 


examiner on the merits of the 
charges against the union was 
due to be resumed today in Chi- 
cago but was postponed to permit 
both sides to try to agree on cer- 
tain facts. The ITU has been on 
strike against daily newspapers in 
Chicago for almost three months. 


New Mexico export records re- 


veal that the state ships more than 
80.000 cattle and horse hides an- 
nually.

Civilians' Unit To 
Plan Defense of U. 


S. in Atomic Eras 


In Washing-ton Saturday after- 


noon Secretary of Defense James 
Forrestal a n n o u n e e d a new 
civilian defense unit will get the 
job of planning defense against 
mass destruction in atomic age 
warfare. 
He said that, the initial 


study group would be small, made 
up entirely of civilians, and under 
the'national defense organization. 
To direct it, he wants a "man of 
maturity, practical as well as with 
imagination." 
He hasn't picked 


him yet, although he has "talked 
to a certain number of people." 


Accompanying 
the announce- 


ment was the report of an army 
board which made a preliminary 
survey. 
The 
board 
concludes, 


among other things, that the civil 
defense organization used by the 
United States during 
the 
war 


would have been "inadequate to 
cope with a heavy attack." 
The 


board also found that: 


"The advent of new weapons and 


the consequent possibility that the 
United States may be attacked 
without warning demand, as a 
matter of national interest, that 
an effective civil clfifense oiganiza- 
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tlon be established and that neces- 
sary plans now be prepared." 


The report didn't KO into detail 


on its reference to new weapons. 
Kroin one officer who worked with 
the bonrd. however, came some 
indications of the line of thinking.

The Coordinator ot Producing 


for one of our leading oil com- 
panies says that a greatly ex- 
panded effort to find more oil 
in the United States and acceler- 
ated developments of foreign oil 
resources are essential to the 
peacetime world as well as to 
provide vital reserves for this 
country in any national emeigency.

lenge to us all.

First Attempt Fail* 


At the age of 16 Thomas Jo- 


seph Kavanagh, a Brooklyn boy 
of good family, tried to hold up 
a Manhattan jewelry store watch- 
man with a toy pistol. 


Perhaps because of his youth 


he was charged only with petty 
larceny. 
He pleaded guilty and 


received an indeterminate sen- 
tence. 


War gave him the opportunity 


to redeem himself and he made 
good in full measure. 


He served in Africa and Italy.

the call of duty—the Silver Star, 
the Bronze Medal and an Oak 
Leaf cluster. 


I don't know what he fought 


the Germans with—pistol, rifle, 
machine gun or mortar—but he 
fought them long, hard, often and 
well. And he learned how to use 
weapons that were loaded. 
He 


must also have seen men die, and 
gained that protective 
indiffer- 


ence to the sight of dead man all 
doughboys have to get or go 
crazy. 


When he came home he left the 


army with an 
honorable dis- 


charge and a Good Conduct rib- 
bon. 


Neighbors said he was rather 


silent and aloof, but so are many 
boys back from war. 


"Here I Am Again" 


Last Thursday evening Thomas 


Joseph Kavanagh walked into the 
Trans-Canada air lines office just 
off Fifth avenue. His hand was 
in a brown paper grocery bag and 
he pointed it at the clerk: 


"Here I am again," he said. 


"This is a stickup." 


The clerk immediately recog- 


nized Kavanagh as the man who 
held him up last month and took 
nearly $1,000. 
Two 
detectives 


were in the back room waiting for 
just such a return call. 


They stepped out of separate 


door and as Kavanagh raised his 
arm menacingly they began fir- 
ing. 
One bullet hit him in the 


head, two in the chest. 


He fell dead. When they pulled 


his hand from the paper bag, 
they saw clutched in the ex-war 
hero's fist—a toy pistol.

The 
gray-haired 


father held out this son's honor- 
able army discharge and shook 
his head in wordless grief. 
He 


said Kavanagh only recently had 
enrolled in a university under the 
Gl bill of rights. 


Sigmund Janas, president of 


Colonial Airlines, sent a check for 
$500 to the two detectives—one 
of whom had been wounded by the 
other's crossfire. 


"This example of what can hap- 


pen to any individual who thinks 
he can take anything he wants 
at the point of a gun without 
working for and 
earning it," 


Janas said, "should teach others 
a lesson." 


But what is the thing we don't

What can make a man 


bravely risk his life time after 
time for his country—and then 
toss it away in a futile bluff with 
a toy weapon ?

Our Uncle Sam is going to insist 


that his aid for rehabilitation of 
European countries shall follow 
the precept that 
heaven 
helps 


those who help themselves. 


More specifically, 
the 
U. S. 


senate foreign relations committee, 
which is putting the Marshall 
plan into form of a bill for senate 
action, has agreed that the needy 
nations must do everything they 
can to help themselves and each 
other if they are to get aid from 
America. 
The countries looking 


for -help must fulfill the pledge 
they already have made to create 
a joint recovery program based on 
self-help and mutual cooperation. 


That's fair enough. As a matter 


of fact it's more than fair, because 
self-help is the least which the 
United States is entitled to expect. 
And to give credit where it may be 
due the indications are that on 
the whole the hard-hit nations of 
western Europe really are making 
an honest effort to help them- 
selves, and in many cases are doing 
a good job.

It's almost unfair to mention any 
one country as an example, but 
Britain provides a good illustra- 
tion.
